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Vic Fernandez Comments 


| have often heard it said: Life begins at 
40. Well, it was my fortieth birthday on 
Sunday, 25 March, the day we played 


Footscray. it was not the happiest day that 


| have had, but | know that it can’t get 
worse. So many people have asked me just 
what happened that day. Well, | can cer- 
ainly assert most firmly and confidently 
hat it was not lack of application that de- 
reated us. We had one of those days when 
several players in key positions just did not 
fire. Be in no doubt; Footscray is an 
extremely good unit with some outstand- 
ing new players in its ranks. | believe that 
our problem against Footscray was tech- 
nical. Too often our defence was caught up 
in a straight line, looking for an offside 
verdict — which carne but infrequently. 

We taok our defeat hard. Our pride was 
dinted. Perhaps more upsetting was to see 
so many of the crowd leaving the ground 
early. This is most disappointing. Our sup- 
porters at the ground mean so much to us. 


We rely on you to give us that encourage- 


ment which, all the players agree, does so 
much to lift their play. For a while, after 
the first Footscray goal, the chanting was 
there and the players responded. Then we 
gave away the second goal — and in the 


process, it seemed to me, lost you too. | 
hope that you will be back in full voice 
today to cheer the team on; we will be 
working hard to earn that support. 

Last weekend's match against South 
Melbourne was approached with the in- 
tention of earning at least a point. The 
reason for that approach is simple: The 
team’s morale was not as high as it had 
been and there was the memory of that 
failure against Footscray to erase. But, 
despite that purpose, we proposed to play 
open football and to try to win the game, 
We knew that South Melbourne was intent 
on revenging its 2-1 defeat at our hands in 
our first friendly match this year.

Steve points to the 
greater professionalism of the PSL. Players 
are more skilful: the game is faster; promo- 
tion is better. The standard and technique 
are much higher than State leaques: 

For Steve, the problem of the transition 
from State to PSL level has been made more 
difficult by his enforced lay-off last season 
following the unsuccessful Equity Court 
case that he brought against Sydney's 
Auburn for which he played from 1974 to 
1977. Steve comments: ‘The Jayoff has 
slowed down my reflexes and timing a little. 
Though | kept in training and played other 
sports, | missed the competition where 
a 100 per cent effort was required.’ 

Auburn had a good supporters group of 
some 100 who got behind the team and 
engaged in all manner of promotions. But 
he is overwhelmed by Canberra's sup- 
porters. The atmosphere at Bruce is ‘magic’. 
Canberra's players get a tremendous lift 
from that support. In the same way, a great 
save from a goalkeeper can lift a team’s 
play. A goalkeeper has an overall view of a 
game and can ‘read the play’ to his 
defenders. Steve derives no satisfaction 
fram any goal scored against him, be it 
good, bad or indifferent, but feels satisfied 
when a squad plays as a team with every- 
one doing his job to the best of his ability. 
Above all else he enjoys his soccer. 

Steve admires Dennis Lillee’s comeback 
from his back stress fracture injuries. ‘That 
comeback was really incredible. His aggres- 
sion is part of the promotion and show- 
manship in sport these days. | believe in 
showing your feelings. Crowds expect it — 
and enjoy it,’ he adds. 

And why Marilyn Munroe? Well, he 
says, it's part of the nostalgia kick which 
he enjoys in films and music.
